The statistical record of yester- 
day’s tremendous day furnished 
proof that in many respects it did 
not equal last Thursday’s trading, 
although the declines were larger. 
Trading on the Stock Exchange ag- 
gregated 9,212,800 shares, as com- 
pared with 12,894,650 on Thursday. 
On the Curb Market sales were 
4,152,900 shares, as compared with 
6,337,415 in last week’s. violent de- 
cline.

to Leave All Disputes for Settle- 
ment by Governments.

Delegates Expect ito Clear Up All 
Routine Business This Week 
and Halt for New Orders.

BADEN-BADEN,,; Oct. 28.—After 
five days ‘of deadlock the organizing 
committee of the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements met in two plenary 
sessions today and revised.its meth- 
ods in. such a way as to permit a 
rapid conclusion of. this .meeting. 
But the compromise ‘brings no solu- 
tion of the difficulties that blocked 
the conference and merely leaves 
the way open for the committee to 
wind up its work by submitting the 
technical framework for the bank 
and referring to the governments all 
the disputed questions. 

In this way it is probable the com- 
mittee may abandon the task of 
formulating a trust deed between the 
bank and the creditor nations, stip- 
ulating how the bank will handle 
reparations, owing to the serious 
conflict here as to how the Young 
plan instructions are to be fixed in 
detail. There will be further at- 
tempts at an agreement, but if it 
finally is found hopeless this ques- 
tion will be returned to the govern- 
ments for settlement at the second 
Hague conference. 


Site Also in Conflict. 


Like action may be taken in the 
conflict over the bank’s site. The 
committee probably will make sug- 


gestions as to what countries are 
most suitable for the bank’s needs 
and allow the governments to finish 
the dispute. 

Because of the obdurate stand by 
all delegations on those two main is- 
sues it was decided after last week’s 
prolonged deadlock that some means 
must be found for eliminating politi- 
cal influences from the debates. It 
was therefore decided today to make 
an effort to clear up the work on 
which agreement seems possible. 

The delegates decided to remove 
from the statutes the clauses they 
had been attempting to frame fixing 
the steps in organization of the bank. 
Thus there will be no fixed pro- 
cedure for the central banks to 
name their delegates to the bank’s 
board but this detail will be left to 
the organizing committee’s officers. 

It was then decided to examine the 
statutes thus far framed as thougn 
separate from the trust deed. These 
have been pared down from seventy 
to sixty-two regulations governin; 
the bank’s name, purposes, capita: 
shares, directorate, functions, re- 
strictions and arbitration of disputes. 
Forty articles were examined today 
and no important disagreement was 
encountered. Two or three articles 
were returned to the drafting com- 
mittee for minor changes. 

Only one clause was definitely 
changed. This concerned countries 
which will be admitted to shares in 
the bank’s capital in addition to the 
original seven countries. This pre- 
viously had been worded to require 
that each of the nine directors must 
be selected from .a different country, 
but it was decided today to revise 
this provision to leave this to the dis- 
cretion of the bank’s board. 


Charter Draft Completed. 


Between sessions the drafting com-| 
mittee went forward rapidly with | 


tain the immunities the bank will 
ask from the country where it is 
located. This text was approved to- 
night and will be submitted to the 
full committee tomorrow. | 

The organizing committee is ex-| 
pected to clear up all routinebusi- | 
ness by the end of this week. During | 
the last days a final effort will be | 
made to attack the problems of) 
annuities and domicile. If this is un- | 
successful the committee will ask | 
the governments for further instruc- 
tions.. Then this committee will | 
temporarily adjourn, but its mem- 
bers will be accessible for a meeting | 
after the governments have reached 
@ more definite agreement. 

Thus the future of the Interna- 
tional Bank, which is the pivot of 
the whole Young plan, will once 
more be put up to the forcign 
ministries unless the delegates find 
some way to agree before the end | 
of this week.

PRAGUE, Oct. 28.—The Czechoslo- 
vak election on first scrutiny shows 
a@ great increase in Socialist 
strength.

LONDON, Oct. 28 (%).—The seventh 
Parliament of King George V, which 
embarks tomorrow on a new session, 
holds -a measure of interest which is 
almost unparalleled in English politi- 
cal history, since the new force of 
Labor will be now meeting its first 
big test. 

Of the 615 members that make up 
the House of Commons, 290 are 
Labor supporters, 260 are Conserva- 
tives, fifty-seven are Liberals and 
eight are described as belonging to

Thus, though the Labor Govern- 
ment has a majority over its prede- 
cessors in office, the Conservatives, 
it is at the mercy of a combination 
of Conservatives and Liberals when- 
ever those * op decide to go into 
action together. 

The three leaders of the parties are 
men of international reputation. 
Ramsay MacDonald, the Prime Min- 
ister, is —— the most important 
office in the British empire for the

Stanley Baldwin, the Conservative

ABOARD THE 8.S. DUCHESS OF 
YORK, Oct. 28.—Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald was pleased today with wire- 
less messages reporting the progress 
made in the formation of'a Left gov- 
ernment in France, with Aristide 
Briand back in the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs and the Socialists par- 
ticipating. Such a combination, ft is 
believed in British circles, should 
have a fortunate influence upon 
Anglo-French relations and prepare 
the way for the sympathetic coopera- 
tion of France at the five-power 
naval conference in January. 

The formation of a Centre or Right 
Cabinet with the Premier taking his 
tone from Raymond Poincaré might 
easily have seriously complicated the 
international situation and placed 
further obstacles in the way of the 
January conference. Now ‘there ap- 

ears to be a feeling of quiet op- 

imism with regard to the forthcom- 

ing naval limitation meeting, and it 
is believed that only unforeseen de- 
velopments of real moment can pre- 
vent a successful issue. 

Mr. MacDonald spent part of a cold 
and somewhat rough day at sea con- 
sidering the first of his home en- 
gagements, including the traditional 
speech at the Lord Mayor’s banquet 
at the Guildhall on Nov. 9. It is al- 
most certain that he will review. his 
American journey at that ceremony, 
and it can be said that he will put 
much emphasis upon the success 
which he and his advisers are con- 
vinced has been achieved. 

Mr. MacDonald believes that a dis- 
tinct improvement has been regis- 
dered in Anglo-American relations, 
and h> will no doubt discuss the five- 
power conference as a medium 
through which this improvement will 
be established upon a tangible basis. 


LONDON, Oct. 28 (#).—There is a 
growing demand in England for a 
great public welcome to Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald upon his return.

The mem- 
bers, headed by Lord Balfour, then 
traveled from London to Bognor and 
met the .King in a smoking-room of 
Craigwell House. At that time the 
order dissolving the last Parliament 
was signed, 

The King did not participate in 
another council until June when 
he resumed some of the duties dele- 
gated to the Councilors. Two more 
councils were held in Buckingham 
Palace before he went to Sandring- 
ham, Norfolk.

oday General Chiang confounded 
government spokesmen by a speec 
at the Kuomintang headquarters, 
declaring that ‘‘standing before the 
spirit of the late father of the re- 
public, Sun Yat-sen, I leave for the 
front today, vowing never to return 
unless I defeat the rebels, regard- 
less of personal sacrifice.’’ 

General Chiang sailed up the river 
on the gunboat Yingsui early this 
afternoon, leaving Chu Pei-teh with 
a number of responsible troops in 
Nanking and Yan Yen-kai as head 
of civil affairs. 

The definite alignment of General 
Yen Hsi-shan with the Nanking 
Government was indicated by the 
fact that befcre General Chiang Kai- 
shek sailed, the State Council ap- 
pointed General Yen Assistant Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the National 
Army. Chinese news agencies de- 
clare that General Yen’s army plans 
to attack the rear of the Kuomin- 
chun rebel forces this week. 

The immobility of the Kuominchun 
was broken by a surprise circling 
movement from Loyang southeast- 
ward and there was a sudden attack 
in the region of Hsuchang and Yen- 
cheng, aimed at cutting the railway 
between Hankow and Chengchow. 


RED HUNGER STRIKER DIES. 


Prisoner In Budapest Was Forcibly

ARBITRAL COURTS A SNAG 





Rumania Wants Them Wiped Out, 
but Hungary Refuses to Drop 
Present System.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—A deadlock has 
been reached in the committee for 
the settlement of reparations and 
counterclaims of Hungary with her 
neighbors, and a report will be made 
to the second Hague conference to 
this effect. 

It was hoped that this committee, 
which has been meeting in Paris for 
the last seven weeks, would manage 
to settle all questions of indebtedness 
of the North German and Eastern 
European countries. The problems 
presented by Austria and Bulgaria 
were soon settled, Austria being 
practically left free of all repara- 
tions, and the Bulgarian annuity be- 
ing greatly reduced. 

he Hungarian problem, however, 
is different. The Little Entente on 
one side, and the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment on the other, have taken 
positions which it has not been pos- 
sible to reconcile. In France, the 
Hungarians are held to be in the 
wrong. In England, the Hungarian 
case will probably receive support. 

Under the present system, which 
was adopted in 1924, when Hungary 
was helped to her feet, it was agreed. 
against English advice, that Hungary 
should pay something like $40,000,000 
during the next twenty years. Beyond 
that sum, the Hungarian Govern- 
ment was unwilling to go, while the 
Rumanians and other claimants of 
reparations, claim that she should 
pay a larger amount yearly from 
1943 until 1966. 

Hungary would, if the claims of the 
Little Entente were allowed, be the 
only country which would be paying 
more under the Young plan than 
previously. 

The situation is further complicated 
by the fact that the Rumanian v- 
ernment insists that the question of 
optants in Transylvania should be 
settled by the Paris committee, and 
the whole system of mixed arbitral 
courts wiped out. The Hungarians 
declare they will not abandon the 
present system, which, however, is 
not working because the moment 
that the mixed Rumanian and 
Hungarian arbitral courts declared 
their jurisdiction, the Rumanians 
withdrew their judge. 

Jugoslavs and Czechs threaten to 
follow the same course, and prevent 
the courts from functioning.

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—With only one 
more day of poliing at their disposal, 
the Nationalist-Fascist promotors of 
the anti-reparations and ‘‘war guilt 
lie’’ referendum have virtually given 
up hope of coming within hailing dis- 
tance of the 4,000,000 votes required 
to make their ‘‘liberty law’’ the sub- 
ject of parliamentary action. 

As a result of the calamitcus show- 
ing made at the polls in the Rhine- 
land, Bavaria and other so-called Na- 
tionalist strcengholds, the reactionary 
agitators today formally undertook 
to obtain an extension of the two 
weeks’ voting period legally allowed 
to them. Carl Severing, Federal 
Minister of the Interlor, promptly re- 
jected their petition and when the 
voting closes definitely tomorrow 
night, the seal will be set on one of 
the worst routs suffered by the anti- 
republican elements in Germany 
since the war.

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STATEN ISLAND GETS 
GLIMPSE OF WALKER 


Explaining Why His’ Campaign 
Seems” Dull, He Says Circus 
Can Have Only One Clown. 








HE HEADS TORCH PARADE 





Walks From St. George to Stapleton, 
Where 1,500 Greet Him—Praises 
Berry as Administrator. 





In the red fire atmosphere of an 
old.time. political meeting, _Mayor 
Walker spoke last night at the 
Stapleton Club, Staten Island, ex- 
plained - why his campaign seemed 


dull and lauded Controller Berry, 


who had been compelled to abandon 
his speaking campaign on account 
of iliness and returned earlier in 
the. evening to his home in Staten 
Island from a sanitarium. 

The Mayor, who went to Staten 
Island on 2 municipal ferry boat, 
was met at the ferry landing at St. 
George by about 1,000 men and boys 
bearing red flares. Preceded a 
band, the Mayor on foot led a 
parade from St. George to Staple- 
ton, where about 1,500 persons were 
waiting for him in the hall. Ampii- 
fiers carried the Mayor’s speech to 
the Democratic Club in Rosebank 
and two other clubs in Stapleton. 

‘We-can't all be clowns,’’ the 
Mayor said. ‘‘Even the greatest cir- 
cuses I know of each has but one 
clown. The political circus now go- 
ing on has the same number. 

“This is the most difficult cam- 

paign I have ever been in because ‘t 
is so easy. We don’t have to be 
angry. We don’t have to denounce 
any one. All we have to do is to 
‘There is the record; read it 
and make up your minds.’ 

‘So, of necessity, with all rancor 
and all bad manners eliminated, 
some 
think that our campaign is dull. 
Maybe we are not making you laugh. 
Maybe it is not‘a good show on our 
side, but, remember this, we are not 
laughing. either when we were mak- 
ing this record’and working at these 
things to make a better city.” 

In commending Controller Berry 
the Mayor said he would not have 
consented to’ run for ‘re-election if 
General’ Berry had not been on the 
ticket. He praised the Controller 
particularly for inaugurating a sys- 
tem of acquiring park lands by pri- 
vate purchase, which, he said, had 
saved the city a great deal of money. 
About ‘two-thirds of the new park 
lands purchased, he added, were in 
Staten Island.

Tribunal Will Decide Validity of 
New York Compensation Act in 
Staten Island Case.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The case 
of Harry M. Wurzbach, former Rep- 
resentative from Texas, who was in- 
dicted on a charge of accepting cam- 
paign contributions from Federal of- 
ficers while a candidate for re- 
election, will be reviewed by the Su- 

pee Court. The case will be set 

r hearing later in the term. 

Mr. Wurzbach was arraigned in| 
the Federal court. for the Western 
District of Texas for violation of the 
civil service act. The indictment ac- 
cused Wurzbach of receiving ‘‘and 
being concerned with receiving’’ po- 
litical contributions from certain | 
Federal officeholders. | 

On March 23 last, the Federal! | 
court at San Antonio sustained a | 
motion to quash the indictment, on 
the ground that it charged that the 
contributions were to be used for 
primary election purposes, and that 
the statute upon which the indict- 
ment was found was not intended to 
cover such contributions. If it did, 
the court ruled, the statute was 
probably unconstitutional. An appeal 
was filed with the Supreme Court by 
the Depgrtment of Justice. 

The indictment of Wurzbach was 
one of the developments in the quar- 
rel between him and the Republican 
organization in Texas headed by R. 
3. Creager, National Committeeman. 
Wurzbach and Creager assailed each 
‘ther bitterly before the Senate 
Yommittee which investigated Fed- 
ral patronage.

seat in Congress to Augustus Mc-}| 
Closkey. McCloskey was indicted on | 
2 charge of falsifying the Congres- | 
sional election returns, tried in the | 
State court at Austin, and acquitted. |

to consider appeals in behalf of 
Peter Muselin, Tom Zina and Milan 
Rosetar, alleged Communists, who | 
were arrested on Armistice Day, 1926, 
at Woodlawn, Pa., and sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment each on 
charges of violating the State sedi- 
tion law. 

The convictions were based on 
three counts: First, of spreading 
sedition by word of mouth; second, 
of organizing a seditious group, and 
third, of distributing ‘seditious liter- 
-ture.

Mr. Woll’s statement, read in the 
Senate on Sept. 24, had listed 233 
such ‘‘branch factories’’. in foreign 
countries and had asserted that. such 
manufacturers, protected in tne 
United States by patents and trade- 
marks, could ‘‘pay low wages in 
other countries, but sell at American 
value at home, exploiting the public, 
denying employment.’’

Mr. Woll asked yesterday whether

The presentation was made _ by 
Mark M. Holmes, who succeeded Mr. 
Bartlett as president of the Exchange 
National Bank of Olean. Dr. Boothe 
Colwell Davis, president of the uni- 
versity, made the address of accept- 
ance. Orra S. Rogers, president of 
the board, presided at the dinner, 
and Louis Wiley, an honorary alum- 
nus, was toastmaster. 

Mr. Holmes spoke of the gift. as 
perpetuating Mr. Bartlett’s memory 
in the university, which, he said, 
was doing a great work, and “en- 
larging the opportunities of the 
youth of Western NewYork to’ ob- 
tain a higher education.’”: :

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Large Advertisers Will Be Asked to 
Withhold Heavy Mailings From 
Dec. 10 to Jan. 1. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The ser- 
vices of between 65,000 and 70,000 
additional temporary clerks, carriers 
and laborers will be needed to handle 
the enormous increase in mail mat- 
ter during the coming Christmas 


announced today. Besides this auxil- 
iary help, between 2,500 and 3,000 
temporary railway mail clerks will 
be employed. More than half these 
temporary employes will remain on 
the rolls for ten days. 

Instructions are being sent out to 
postmasters by Arch Coleman, first 
Assistant Postmaster General, de- 
claring that the success with which 
this vast additional quantity of mail 
is disposed of within the short period 
available is dependent upon advance 
expansion and perfection of the or- 
ganizations at city postoffices. 

Postmasters have been told that, 
with the experience gained in past 
Christmas seasons, there is little or 
no exeuse for irritating delays to 
mail during this period, except those 
resulting from conditions over which 
the department has.no control, such 
as unusually severe snowstorms 
blocking traffic and delayed trains. 

All carrier deliveries and window 
service at ffices will be sus- 
pended on Day and post- 
masters have been directed to bend 
every effort toward having all Christ- 
mas matter mailed and delivered be- 
fore that day, and to make prepara- 
tions with that end in view.

400 Churchmen Discuss Means of 
Observing 1,900th Anniversary 
of Pentacost Next Year. 





Soviet Russia should turn to the 
United States for an example if it 
desires to-raise its children without 
religion, the. Rev. Dr. Frank King- 
don, pastor of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of East Orange, N. J., 
said yesterday at a union meeting 
sponsored by the Greater New York 
Federation of Churches, at the Mar- 
ble Collegiate Church, Twenty-ninth 
Street and Fifth Avenue. 

About 400. ministers and church 
members attended the meeting, which 
was held in preparation for the cele- 
bration of the 1,900th anniversary of 
Pentacost, which is believed to fall 
next year. An extended religious re- 
vival which, it is hoped, will present 
a. ‘second Pentacost”’ in the modern 
Church, is being planned by the fed- 
eration. 

Dr. Kingdon said that the coming 
anniversary is of such importance 
that all the resources of the Chris- 
tian Church should be marshaled in 
celebration of it. In his reference to 
the lack of religious education which 
he said exists in this country, he de- 
elared: 

“There has never been an age 
when religious education was more 
necessary than it is today. And yet 
two-thirds of the young people in 
New York under 18 years of age are 
without any vital contact with re- 
ligion. Those who attend religious 
schools receive only twenty-five 
hours of instruction a year. 
speak about Soviet Russia. If the 
Soviets want to know how to bring 
up their children without religion 
they had better come here.”’ 

Dr. Kingdon said that Christianity 


today is devitalized because Chris-' 


tian workers lack conviction. They 


do not regard their work as impor- | 


tant and are willing to leave their 
churches for three or four months 
every Summer because they feel it is 
unimportant whether they are in 
their pulpits to deliver their mes- 
sages or not, he said. 

The Pentacost was possible orig- 
inally only because men were con- 
vinced of the importance of their 
message and were anxious to preach 
it, he said. 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel Shoemaker 
Jr. of Calvary Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Manhattan, speaking at 
the same meeting, said that religion 
must be made attractive to ‘‘modern 
pagans.’’ It must be so adapted that 
young men and women will find in it 
the things that interest them and 
will find workers in the church 
whom they admire, he explained. 

Dr. William Millar, general sccre- 
tary of the Federation of Churches, 
urged the ministers to hold special 
services on Armistice Day and the 
Sunday preceding, at which they 
would emphasize the need for peace 
in the world. On Nov. 10 there will 
be a special Armistice Day service at 
4 P. M. under the auspices of the 
federation at the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, and on. the ‘eve- 
ning of Nov. 11 a special service 
will be held at the Broadway Taber- 
nacle, he announced. Bishop William 


T. Manning will make the principal | 


address at the cathedral and Dr. 
Charles E. Jefferson will speak at 
the tabernacle service.

Methods used to set the truth from 
Senator Bingham by the committee, 
Senator Blaine added, were justified, 
since he ‘‘had doggedly refused to 
answer auestions.”’ 

‘“‘And I might add that whatever 
has befallen the Senator, he alone 
is responsible for it,’’ Senator Blain: 
said. ‘‘This whole matter was con- 
ceived in secret and condueted in 
secret. Mr. Eyanson was on three 
pevrolls. 

“The Senator from Connecticut 
placed on Mr. Eyanson an officiai 
cloak that permitted him to go into 
the secret meetings of the finance 
committee.’’ 

But Senator Bingham was not an 
important factor in the situation, the 
Wisconsin Senator continued, and 
the real question was ‘“‘whether the 


method of writing a tariff bill is to; 


dominate final action on the bill. 
‘“‘And I might say in closing that 
notwithstanding the fact that he has 
worn the cap and gown of a great 
institution, that does not place him 
above others who have won their 
position through toil and labor.’ 


Caraway Assails the Speech. 


Senator Caraway, chairman of the 
lobby committee, in replying to Sen- 
ator Bingham said: 

“The Senator from Connecticut 
makes the same defense that has 
been made by everybody who has 
been caught in an embarrassing situ- 
ation. I heard .it long before he used 
it. I can go to the police court to- 
morrow and hear it again. 

“Fall availed himself of it, and 


Sinclair and Doheny entered exactly 
the same complaint; and Daugherty 
accused me of exactly what the Sen- 
ator from Connecticut accuses me, 
when I discovered that he had done 
something which he wished the pub- 
lic shsuld not know. So I do not 
want to be harsh with the Senator.

PATIENTS IN HOSPITALS 
TO HEAR 300 CONCERTS 


Music Work of Visiting and 
Tuberculosis Groups Is Combined 
—Many Artists to Serve Free. 





A musical organization that will 
give 300 concerts during the present 
season without a paying auditor was 
announced in the formation of the 
Hospital Music Committee of the 
New York City Visiting Committee 
yesterday. It is now the only group 
providing concerts: in municipal 
sanatoria, hospitals and homes for 


the aged, and the schedule calls for 
a concert in some institution vir- 
tually every day. 

The new committee was formed 
through an amalgamation ' of the 
activities of the music committee of 
the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association and the Visiting 
Committee group, the announcement 
said. Mrs. Hugh Campbell Wallace 
-vP is chairman of the new organiza- 
tion. 

Operating on a budget involving 
the raising of $10,000 this year, the 
musical program will be carried out 
with the cooperation of prominent 
musicians, who are donating their 
services, and a number of paid as- 
sistants. Miss Ada M. Quennell, di- 
rector of concerts, was said to be 
interesting prominent artists in the 
work. 

The total number of hospitals to be 
benefited was not announced, but 
the visiting committee sponsored en- 
tertainment for twenty-one institu- 
tions last year, giving 195 concerts; 
the health association committee 
gave 211 concerts. F 

Many physicians were named as 
indorsers of the work, and it was 
added that definite physical benefits, 
as well as improved morale, had been 
ascribed to good music. The music 
movement in hospitals here was 
traced back to 1922, when Christmas 
concerts were given in public hos- 

itals by the Visiting Committee.

Not another mem- 
ber of the cast of 1912 was on the 
stage, for Caruso has departed 
and the Scotti of 1912 and of the 
revival of the opera last year was in 
the audience. These artists were re- 
placed by Mr. Gigli and De Luca. 

* Mr. Serafin conducted in place of Mr. 
Polacco. But last night’s performance 
was in general a brilliant one, of a 
work which has the glitter and show 
as well as the broad brush-strokes 
and dramatic impact calculated to 
impress an audience on pleasure bent. 
Thus the occasion observed all the 
standards, traditions and precedents 
that an event of this sort in New 
York City demands, and the audience 
did obeisance to the gods that were. 

It was not a new story but an old 
one that this performance repeated, 
to the gratification of all the pleasant 
follies of humankind. The same ex- 
cited, upholstered and distracted 
crowd congested entrances as the 
hour of performance drew near, and 
stuffed the aisles with opera hats, 
ermines and noises obstructive alike 
to eye and ear. No one cared. The 
box holders came late, as _ they 
should. They waited confidently for 
the'turning up of the lights after the 
first act, knowing well that the eyes 
of the many-headed would be turned 
toward them at the first opportunity 
and not to the stage, where the 
artists bowed, smirked and flattered 
each other to the accompaniment of 
plaudits and floral tributes. Those 
of the Third Estate in thé upper 
part of the house came early, in in- 
verse ratio. They had waited long 
and desperately to get in. 


Opens With Pomp and Joy. 


And Mr. Gatti’s curtain rose punc- 
tually, rhythmically, and fell again. 
Then were the corridors filled with 
that strange, motley and foreign- 
looking crowd which no smaller, 
chaster or less cosmopolitan Ameri- 
can city than New York may know. 


The evening was on. The curtain 
rose again; the same ceremonies 
were repeated. They were repeated 
a second and third time, to more 
applause and noisy demonstrations 
than ever, and it was known that the 
Metropolitan season of 1929-1930 had 
opened with all its accustomed pomp 
and ceremony. There is no spectacle 
exactly like it anywhere in the 
world, and something will be lost in 
the new opera house, since these 
events need the half antiquated set- 
ting, the absurd plush and gold man- 
ner which they have at Broadway 
and Thirty-ninth Street, and cannot 
have when that locality has given 
, Place to something a little less pomm- 
| pous and splendid, and a little more 
comfortable, practical and contem- 
poraneous, uptown. 
There are certain qualities in Puc- 
! cini’s score—and now we speak of its 
book and music, and not of the 
naivetés and banalities of the occasion 
, —which make it more than the vehicle 
, Of an evening. ‘‘Manon Lescaut’’ 
was his first successful work for the 
stage. It was not his mature style, 
but it was in essence the complete 
| Puccini of the future—the master of 
dramatic effect, of long, curving 
musical phrases which mount and 
crash at the climax like a wave; of 
| dexterous musical setting of incident 
and dialogue, and an_ orchestral 
, Scheme in which every note and 
every sonority tells and reaches to 
the uppermost seat in the house. And 
then, despite a melodic vein which is 
not fully developed, there is the pres- 
‘ence of unmistakable sincerity, and 
of a series of tableaux which tell a 
dramatic story with a gripping and 
unforgetable power. 


Manon Is Admirably Sung. 


The performance had various qual- 
ities. What it had always, and what 
stirred the audience perhaps more 
than it realized, was the splendid 
sweep of line, the dramatic fire, 
the eloquent orchestra commentary 


achieved by Mr. Serafin. 
on the whole, the finest reading of 
the score of ‘‘Manon Lescaut’”’ that 
the writer remembers. Thus read, 
the music of Puccini was exception- 
ally fresh and telling, vividly expres- 
sive of action, sentiment, character 
and always fascinating in orchestral 
color. Miss Bori’s Manon, eye 
in the second act, was not only ad- 
mirably sung but acted with a real 
finesse and in the manner of the 
eighteenth century—witness her curt- 
sey as she dismissed her elderly 
tron. Fortunately, at this moment 
ccini has an e¢ ip isenth century 
echo in his score. is true that the 
Manon of the first act could have 
been more explicit of the Manon of 
the tale. She is then a country girl, 
still gents but overflowing with 
*‘joie de vivre’’ and all that the word 
implies. Excellent as she is in this 
rt, Miss Bori does more with the 
anon of Massenet than with the 
character of Puccini, for the excel- 
lent reason that the Massenet réle 
gives her finer opportunities as an 
artist. That is a style more native 
to Miss Bori than the lines of the 
light o’ love transported to the wilds 
of Louisiana. 

It was in this scene of transporta- 
tion, which is the most powerful and 
original in the opera, that Mr. Gigli 
made his big effect. with des Grieux’s 
frenetic and throat-splitting - aria: 
The aria, of course, brought down 
the house. Actually Mr. Gigli did 
better singing in some other places, 
when he modeled his phrases beau-

lyric “tenor. It 
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needs a more powerful voice—or was. 
it acoustics of the auditorium which 
made it difficult for’the tenor to 
age his phrases over the foot- 
ights in the earlier scenes? Never- 
theless, he had his moment and his 
meed of applause. 


Dramatic Effect Lost. 

The pity is that this remarkable 
scene is presented so conventionally 
on the Metropolitan stage. It is only 
necessary to imagine what a Moscow 
Art Theatre could do with the 
poignant and tragic episode of Ma- 
non’s disgrace to visualize _ its 
possible stage effect: the procession 
to the convict ship while the crowd 
jeers foully at the disgraceful com- 


‘| pany; the anguished pleading of Des 


Grieux to be allowed only to join the 
unhappy one on her fearful pilgrim- 
age, and the frantic joy with which, 
the world. well lost, he rushes ‘to her 
arms. It is a golden opportunity, 
rare in opera land, for an unforget- 
table overwhelming dramatic effect. 
But what cumee company does it 
justice? The Metropolitan idea 
seems to imply that the way to be 
dramatic is to have as many people 
on the stage as possible, so that 
there can be little movement or little 
salient action, and then have the 
chorus dolefully (‘‘ha-ha’’) in obedi- 
ence to the conductor’s baton. But 
that is not the veristic music drama 
that Puccini and his librettists con- 
ceived. Last night the scene had its 


results because of a tenor aria, while 


it should have an effect. that would 
brand itself on the memory by rea- 
son of the dramatic impression. 

Mr. Gigli is not an actor. Mr.:de 
Luca, who usually sings so well, is 


not a histrionic interpreter of emi- 


nence. Nor did we find that Mr. 
Ludikar’s Geronte had the note of 
cruelty and of mocking gallantry 
that it should convey. An exception 
to this dramatic stolidity in a small 
part, was the excellent dancing 
master of Mr. Bada. 

Of Eleanor La Mance, who made 
her début as the leading musician 
in one of Puccini’s most charming 
passages, and Alfredo Gandolfi, the 
Sergeant, also a. newcomer, it will 
be possible to speak later. Mr. 
Windheim’s Lamplighter amused the 
audience by his manner of extin- 
guishing the beacon of the early 
morn. The chorus contributed im- 
portantly and well to the effect of 
the score. But the essence of the 
work, dramatically as well as mus- 
ically, was in Mr. Serafin’s concep- 
tion and execution of all possible de- 
tails. Therefore the performance 
had life and a cummunicative fire. 
If every one on the stage had pos- 
sessed the conductor’s understand- 
ing and temperament, the perform- 
ance would have been a memorable 
one instead of an occasion that 
pleased by commendable features. 


GAY SCENE AT THE OPERA. 


Music-Loving Public Loyal as Ever 
to the Metropolitan. 


New York’s musical public returned 
to the ‘‘old’’ Metropolitan last eve- 
ning with a loyalty remarkable ina 
city of perpetual change. As the 
‘new’? Metropolitan, it had opened 
its doors in 1883 in the then ‘‘far up- 
town” of Thirty-ninth Street. It 
marked the revolt of the growing 
town against the stand-pat policy of 
an older society at the one-time 
Academy of Music in Fourteenth 
Street. 

There is another ‘‘new’’ Metropoli- 
tan in the air these days, and much 
discussion of a site at Fiftieth Street 
and Fifth Avenue has for some time 
stirred the crerescne public to 
cherish memories of two genera- 
tions now culstering around the yel- 
low brick pile on Broadway. Senti- 
ment has again surrounded the 
golden horseshoe, each year more 
tarnished to the eye, but magically 
recalling past glories of the world’s 
premier lyric theatre. 

Seven thousand six hundred indi- 
vidual or group subscribers who will 
fill the Metropolitan during four and 
twenty weeks to come were repre- 
sented in last night’s audience of 
4,000 by many of their oldest mem- 
bers in renewing familiar acquaint- 
ance and association. The thousand 
limousines passed the street fronts 
of all but the stage end of the build- 
ing. A scant two dozen police di- 
rected the traffic. Men in the street 
and some women with an eye to the 
new gowns watched early arrivals 
from the curb, the patient queue of 
standees around a full block, or the 
roaring flashlights of photographers 
amid the last hour’s motor crush of 
social celebrities. 

A thousand artists and fellow-em- 
Pployes of all sorts within the theatre 
stood at attention, ready to serve 
their critical public for another six 
months’ term of opera. It was said 
the staff returned with not a single 
absentee. There was missed, how- 
ever, Edward Kepko, traffic police- 
man of the Thirty-ninth Street door, 
who had died of pneumonia less than 
a year before he was to have re- 
tired on pension. 

Earl Lewis and five helpers at the 
box office, Thomas Bull—veteran of 
the Broadway door since 1891—and 
his twenty experienced ushers, Hugh 
Brown and a staff of thirty cleaners 
and coatroom attendants, were on 
hand, along with a stage and store- 
house crew of a hundred, headed by 
Chief Mechanician Fred Hosli, who 
was with the troupe in the San 
Francisco fire of 1906; Chief Prop- 
erty Man Phil Crispano, Chief Elec- 
trician Jake Buchter and many more. 

Besides the official list of ninety- 
seven singing stars, there were the 
200 members of the opera chorus and 
the chorus schodl, 120 ballet dancers 
with their more youthful school, the 
opera orchestra of eighty-five vet- 
erans and no fewer than seventeen 
conductors and assistants, and the 
office forces of both the opera pro- 
ducing company itself and the pro- 
prietary real estate concern whose 
members are the permanent box- 
holders of the parterre floor. 

On the grand tier last night, 
promenaders between acts found a 
newly decorated foyer which the 
opera caterer, Emil Katz. had re- 
stored as. his own contribution > 
the gayety of the old-time interior. 
The vast rodm, which owes its size 
te the thrust of the front walls into 
the wide angle made by the easterly 
trend of Broadway, had been re- 
painted in French gray and gold, 
with stately pillars in place of 
former partitions. and a new soft 
finish on the floor. . 

The opera throng filled every nook 
in the old building during each ‘in- 
termission. The chatter of the lob- 
bies, the greéting of friends, mingled 
with sober recollection of the forty- 
six years of the Metropolitan, in all 
but two of which years regular sea- 
sons of opera have been sung. The 
exceptions were 1892, when fire dam- 
aged the interior, and 1898, during 
the disturbance of the Spanish War. 

Tom Bull’s ‘‘time book,” in which 
are noted the exact moments of the 
start ws era ed om act 4.4 every 
opera e etropolitan pro- 
duced—mbre than 200 works in the 
forty-four active seasons—was again 
ready to, reassure commuters th 
could catch their trains after ‘‘s 
and early’’ durations of ‘‘Marnon 
Lescaut.’’

KYOTO, Japan, Oct. 28 ().—Two

After .the formal greetings ‘had 
been finished in the -morning. the 
first evening session was devoted to 
outlines of the-history of the past 
two years by the different delega- 
tions, and the Chinese seized the) 
chance to attack Japanese policy | 
under the régime of the late Baron 
Tanaka. 

M. Yui, chairman of the Chinese 
delegation, alleged that the National- 
ist advance on Peking in 1927 had. 
been thwarted ‘“‘not by Comniunists 
but by Japanese troops.’’ 

He added that ‘Chinese civilians 
were maltreated and many were 
killed by Japanese soldiers during 
the Japanese occupation” after the 
Tsinan incident in 1928. He accused 
the Japanese of having killed Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin, Manchurian war 
lord, because ‘“‘reports by technical 
experts showed it to be imposaible 
that any Chinese group could have 
carried. out such an undertaking.” 


States Resentment of Japan. 


A statement read on behalf of Vis- 
count Shibusawa of Japan declared 
that ‘‘the controversy arising from 
American immigration legislation in 
1924 is not closed. The wound so 
needlessly inflicted on our national 
honor is still open and will remain 
open until the matter has been 
rightly settled. 

“I think it necessary to make this 
plain statement because there seems 
to be an impression in America that 
the incident is as good as forgotten 
in Japan. This erroneous impression 
is doubtless due to our courtesy and 
reticence on this subject in convers- 
_ with American visitors.’’ 

iscount Shibusawa is one of the 
leading business men of Japan and 
is president of the League of Nations 
Association of Japan. 

A message from Prime: Minister 
Yuko Hamaguchi welcomed: the con- 
ference to Japan, ‘‘where the two 
streams of culture, Oriental and Oc- 
cidental, meet and mingle’’ for their 
twelve-day session of research and 
debate on outstanding questions of 
the day in the Pacific area.

PRINCE CHICHIBU OPENS 


ENGINEERING CONGRESS | 


300 Foreign Delegates From 25 
Countries and 350 Japanese 
Attend Tokio Meeting. 


TOKIO, Tuesday, Oct. 29 #).— 
Prince Chichibu, brother of the 
Emperor and heir presumptive to the 
throne, opened the World Engineer- 
ing Congress here this morning with 
an address welcoming about 300 for- 
eign delegates from twenty-five coun- 
tries. 

Prime Minister Yuko Hamaguchi, 
as honorary president, also appeared 
before the opening session, in the 
city of Tokio’s new municipal audi- 
torium, and spoke the welcome of 
the Japanese Government. 


Later sessions of the congress, 
lasting until Nov. 7, will be held in 
the amber of the House of Peers 
in the National Parliament Building. 
The government appropriated 150, 
yen (about $75,000) for the Congress, 
and donations from Japanese indi- 
viduals and societies have raised the 
entertainment fund to more than 
500,000 yen. 

Some of the most distinguished en- 
pincers in the world are contribut- 
ng 800 papers to be laid before the 
congress. 

Next to the Japanese delegation, 
which is limited to 350 men, the 
largest group is the American, with 
133 full members of the congress 
and about 100 guests, which means 
members of delegates’ families. Dr. 
Elmer E. Sperry, inventor of the 
gyroscope, is chairman of the Amer- 
ican delegation, which also includes 
such men as Dr. Frank B. Jewett, 
vice president of the American Tele- 
Phone and Telegraph Company; 
Ralph Modjeski, builder of the Dela- 
ware River Bridge at Philadelphia; 
Lieut. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, until re- 
cently Chief Engineers of the 
United States Army; Elwood Mead, 
Berkeley, Cal., United States Com- 
misisoner of Reclamation; Ole Sing- 
stead, builder of the Holland Vehic- 
ular Tunnel, New York.

The whole was an amazing display 
of fatuity on. the part of a Senator 
who insisted upon ‘having all the 
words underscored in the conidemna- 
tion of his action. 

It is important to keep clearly in 
mind just what was Senator BING- 
HAM’s offense. It was not lobbying 
for a high tariff. It was not employ- 
ing an agent of interested manufac- 
turers. It was his course in’ smug- 
gling into the private sessions of the 
Senate Finance Committee a clerk, 
filling a double capacity, and com- 
ing very near to sailing under false 
colors. This was the thing which the 
Senate resented, when the facts 
were discovered, and which it re- 
proved. But it was only, after all, a 
bad and reprehensible variation of a 
method which has been pursued for 
years without rebuke. As Senator 
GEORGE explained, the Connecticut 
Senator had been simply an unfortu- 
nate victim of .a vicious ‘“ system.” 
He meant the system by which for 
time out of mind protective tariffs 
have first been paid for by their 
beneficiaries, in the shape of cam- 
paign contributions, and then un- 
blushingly lobbied for at Washing- 
ton. It is upon that demoralizing, if 
not corrupt, practice of long stand- 
ing that indignation ought to be 
visited more than upon the blunder 
of a single indiscreet Senator like 
Mr. BINGHAM. But it has to be 
added that the castigation of this 
one detected offender has had the 
effect of causing disgust at the 
whole process of tariff-making to 
spread thrcugh the country. Knowl- 
edge that this is so cannot fail to 
add to the mortification and alarm 
of the Republicans at Washington.

BRIDGES AND BOTTLENECKS. 


‘Mayor WALKER’s traffic experts 
strongly urge that the city provide 
adequate approaches to all its 
bridges, old as well as new. The 
four existing East River bridges, 
as the Day & Zimmermann report 
points out, were built before the day 
‘of the automobile, which now domi- 
nates the traffic problem. Their use- 
fulness is today greatly curtailed by 
congestion at the terminals. Added 
roadway capacity, such as that 
which is now being provided for the 
Queensboro Bridge, will fail of its 
purpose if the utmost practicable 
relief is not afforded at both ends. 
The engineers of the Holland Tun- 
nel heeded this warning when they 
restricted its capacity to that of the 
approaches. In the development of 
new river crossings it is vitally im- 
portant not to repeat the mistakes 
of the past. 

The modern bridge building agen- 
cy is involved in large real estate 
operations. This is notably true of 
the Port Authority. It has already 
spent something like $7,000,000 in 
acquiring property at the New York 
end of the new Hudson River span 
alone. The business of unlimbering 
a bridge in the midst of a crowded 
section might have been far more 
expensive had not the Authority 
made every effort to keep down 
capital and interest charges. It 
managed to acquire practically all 
this property by direct negotiation, 
thus avoiding the expense and de- 
lay of condemnation proceedings. 
It allowed tenants to occupy the 
premises until the last minute, 
When a score of apartment houses 
and churches in the doomed blocks 
pass into the hands of the wreckers 
on Dec. 1, their rental will have 
contributed a substantial amount 
toward the reduction of charges for 
interest during the period the bridge 
is under construction. 








THE JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS. 


In one part of the ticket to be 
voted next Tuesday citizens have an 
unusual opportunity to show inde- 
pendence of judgment,. We refer to 
the nominations for the Supreme 
Court, the City Court and the 
Municipal Court, as well as for the 
vacancy on the bench of the Court 
of' General Sessions caused by the 
resignation of Judge MANCUSO. AS 
respects the Mayoralty, the Control- 
lership, the Presidency of the Board 
of Aldermen and the District Attor- 
neyship,. partisan feeling or habit 
may lead many to vote rather 
blindly. _But amcnz the-men named 
for judicial office there:is room for 
discreet selection, and the indica- 
tions are that in the case of these. 
candidates there will be a great deal 
of cross-voting. 

-In-this District Judge Fincn has 
been endorsed by both parties for 
another term on the Supreme Court. 
The same thing should have been 
done in the instance of Judge CAL- 
LAGHAN, ‘in the Second District, but 
Mr. McCoory in Brooklyn would not 
have ft. Other candidates-in the 
First District. approved by the City 
Bsr Association are two justices sit- 
ting by appointment, Messrs. COHN 
and CoLmIN. Not having been 
elected;..or served a full term, the 
rule which prevails in the cease of 
Judge FINncH, and»should have pre- 
vgiled jin: the, cas¢ of Judge CaL- 
LAGHAN, is held not to apply to 
them. Two other candidates are 
certified by the Bar Association, 
Mr. IRWIN’ UNTERMYER and Gus- 
TAVE “HARTMANN. ‘The -lattéF, in 
particular, owing to his service as 
judge: for over. thirtcen years.-in 
the Municipal. Court andthe City 
Court,’ secms peculiarly well queli- 
“fied to assume the duties of ‘the 
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on the bench-is-perhaps-efféctive in 
the long run but is a-very expensive 
school for the city to maintain. 

As between the'tv7o nomiheés for 
the vacancy in thé Court of |General 
Sessions, Mr. FREDERICK GROEHL, 
the Republican candidate, appears 
to have the distinct advantage. /His 
opponent, Mr..BERTINI, quite apart 
from his recent misunderstanding 
with the customs’ officials, into 
which the Bar Association is. asked 
to look, has: not. had, the experience 
in criminal law which the position 
to which he aspirés w6tild require. 
On. the contrary; Judge GROBHL has 
peculiarly fitted himself for just 
such judicial work.> < fos 

The main thing-to be urgéd upon 
the voters is that they’ éxamine 
carefully into’ the qualifications of 
those put forward for judicial office 
and then decide, without partisan 
prejudice, who are’ more likely to 
raise the toné of the administration 
of justice in this city. The Bar 
Association clos¢d its réport on the 
judicial nominations by regretting 
that there has béen no improvement 
in the qualifications, of the men 
nominated for judicial office this 
year. This fact showld rédouble the 
vigilance of voters,.and make them 
more determined than ever to prefer 
the best men, regardless of party.

THOROUGH IN -RUSSIA. 


Premier MUSSOLINE was not quite 
fair to one group- of sdcidl experi- 
menters when he drew. the contrast 
between the Fasoist revolution and 
other revolutions. - Whilé the latter 
were exhibiting’ signs of vacillation 
or “senility,” Fascism ‘still had the 
resolution “ to pluhge the lead of its 
“muskets into the backs of the 
“enemies of Italy.” Even as he was 
speaking, the Moscow press reported 
the shooting of :twenty-six enemies 
of the Bolshevist revolution in wide- 
ly scattered sections of the Soviet 
Union. Last weék the official tale 
of executions in the new class war 
proclaimed by the Stalin régime 
upon the peasants was no less than 
forty-five. For a war affécting a 
populction of 150,000,000 and having 
at stake nothing less than the ulti- 
mate transformation of 120,000,000 
peasant proprietors into members of 
Soviet “cooperativés” the casual- 
ties may not be heavy. But there is 
no denying the thoroughness and 
resolution whith -the firing squads 
of the Secret Police aré bringing 
to bear upon unconvertéd. mujiks, 
priests and bourgeoisie. Offhand one 
would say that MUSSOLINI’s real 
boast should be the éxtrémely hm- 
ited use of musketry he has had to 
employ for thé sticcéss of Fascism 
as compared with the rival-revolu- 
tion in Russia. 

Class war has béen endemic in 
the Russian village for the last half 
dozen years. The murdér of Com- 
munist agents and spiés—usually 
kept pace with government -pressure 
upon the peasants...But the present 
heightened tempo: of the class war 
traces directly. back to the great 
five-year industrialization plan with 
which the succéss or failure of the 
entire Communist  éxperiment has 
been tied up.. The monéy, estimated 
for the five-year period at $7,500,- 
000,000, to be irivested in making Rus- 
sian industry ‘self-sufficient comes, 
of course, from the peasant. : Direct- 
ly it comes in thé way of taxes and 
profits on the vodka monopoly. But 
indirectly and in- greater part the 
peasant pays for the Communist ex- 
periments in industry by the forced 
sale of his grain to the government 
at prices often much léss than the 
open market price. He must pgy 
for his manufactured ‘goods severai 
times the open price. The great 
deficits in the nationalized factories, 
as well as the cost of new factories 
and machinery, are-covered-by the 
spread betwéen grain’ pricés,. which 
are not much higher. than béfore the 
war, and goods pricés, which are at 
three, four and five tirfés ‘the pre- 
war level. . 

Against this discrimination the 
peasants protest sométimes by vio- 
lence but much more effectively by 
refusing to sell, and, when compelled 
to sell, by refusing to plant, To 
leave one’s land idlé is now’ counter- 
revolution and involves confiscation 
and, in extreme cases, the death pen- 
alty. Despite such rigors, the Soviet 
Government has had to deal with 
the fact that the grdin surplus for- 
merly exported Has disappeared and 
that. now~the local-surplus for the 
feeding of Russia's own, cities is dis- 
appearing. The govérimént answer 
has’ been the orgahization of large- 
scale Soviet farms. . Originally un- 
dertaken ‘to ‘restore -the* vanished 
grain surplus, the ‘socialization " ot 
the land has now the additional in- 
centive of actually, applying com- 
munism to thé. village,.and so vindi- 
cating the Stalin _ régime ; against 
TROTSKyY’s charges of timidity in the 
great cause. But even -nore than 
with the government fattories the 
question with the Soviet, farms must 
be that of efficiency. . Thé factories 
are running at a deficit, How pro- 
ductive will be farms made up of

and women of the country for | 
whose benefit tthe prégram was 
primarily undertaken. ’ 
Only the fey who remember how 
neatly the “pork” usedto: be dis- 
tributed among the Congress dis- 
tricts can appréciate the’ tremendous 
change in rivér and harbor legisla- 
tion which Mr. BurToN as Chairman 
of the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors brought, about. -In 
House or Senate he fought*the con- 
glomerate job-system and supported 
only plans for the general benefit. 
He came to know more'about water- 
ways than. any other man. He saw 
earlier than most men the necessity 
of coordination instead ’.of conflict 
between rail and water service. For 
an Ohio Republican he was singu- 
larly independent. While’ most of 
the eminences of his party in Con- 
gress were strong for unéqual treat- 
ment’ of other nations than the 
United:-States in the. use of the 
Panama Canal, he stood for the 
national good faith and.the fulfill- 
ment of our treaty obligations. . 
Thirteen years later he was,one of 
Mr. WILSON’s most valuable allies in 
the passage of the Panama tolls 
exemption act. He opposed the 
Japanese immigration bill. In_ the 
debates: on the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff bill he was sometimes painful 
to the extreme protectionists. He 
was never showy. He had nd popular 
arts. He’ studied public questions. 
He was a hard worker in commit- 
tee. .-When he spoke, it was from a 
full. mind. No brilliant debater, he 
was heard with attention and -re- 
spect. Some of his speeches, such 
as that on the Panama tolls or on 
the powers of the House in respect 
of treaties, may be called authorita- 
tive. The “scholar in politics” has 
not too good & name. Mr. BURTON 
was that in the best sense. aoe 
He sought to find out things. He 
sought to disentangle esséntial facts 
and general principles from a mass 
of detail. There are not many, prob- 
ably there will never be many, 
statesmen of his type. -He had to 
make his concessions to partisan 
needs. Perhaps these won him for- 
giveness for his divergencies from 
the party toll-road. An old friend of 
Mr. HOoveR, an early advocate of 
his nomination, he, too, may be said 
to have had ‘‘ the enginetring mind.” 
He was both a theorist and a prac- 
titioner-in banking and finance, anc 
might have been Secrétary of the 
Treasury. <A highly capable man, 
he was both’ a thinker and a doer. 
In foreign affairs he was more lib- 
eral than most of his colleagues, his 
later yéars of public service being 
largely devoted, with fine ardor, to 
the cause of international peace.

Twice 
married to Italians, he thus had per- 
sonal as well as sentimental ties 
with ‘Italy. 

Prince. BULOW was. not. afraid to 
speak bluntly, even when to do so 
was to invite unpopularity. In the 
Reiclistag he oftén éxpressed him- 
sélf “with complete frankness. In 
his ‘writings, and notably in his 
famoiis volume “ Imperial Germany,” 
he indulged in criticisms of his fel- 
low-countrymen which angered many 
of them. For example, he. always 
insisted that the Gérmans were not 
“politically minded,” and are ‘so 
given to partisanship and personal 
quarrels that they were unfit for 
self-government. For these words 
he was, at the time they. were writ- 
ten, denounced by conservatives and, 
since then, condemned by liberals. 

Those who felt that BULOW lacked 
firmfiess- were surprised, and, as 
usual, critical, when, after the Kai- 
ser’'s celébrated interview with a 
représentative of. The London Daily 
Telegraph, Prince BuLow went. to 
WILHELM and extractéd from him 
what’ was generally regarded: as a 
promise to be more discreet there- 
after. At the same time the Chan- 
cellor took upon himself responsi- 
bility for the Kaiser’s action. Largely 
as @ result of the storm that this 
entire incident created, he decided 
to retire to private life. , 

Although an. avowed Imperialist, 
BuLOw was not of the aggressive 
school.. He believed that Germany’s 
place in the world was assured, and 
that there was nothing to be gained 
by blustering or by excessive show 
of force. In fact, he declared him- 
self opposed to the construction of a 
navy greater than was necessary ih 
order to defend Germany from Eng- 
land in the event of war. He did 
not agree with those. who wished to 
see Germany have a havy as power- 
ful as England’s. 

Prince BULOW may be said to 
have. passed into history before the 
World War broke out. He retired 
at the age of 60, and since then 
had been a spectator rather than 
an actor. Like the few other sur- 
vivors of the days of BISMARCK, he 
viewed the. post-war Europe as a 
sort of political nightmare. Belong- 
ing to the old school, he had the best 
qualities of his period—an era that 
seems strangely remote to the new 
world born during the war years.

Ports from Long 
Island that ducks 
are unusually plentiful in. adjacent 
waters this year. As the open season 
runs throughout the rest of the. year 
there is still opportunity to shoot. 

However, the number of hunters 
also continues to increase, and with 
the modern facilities of .transporta- 
tion, including speed boats and air- 
planes, it is possible fer them quickly 
to get to grounds which formerly 
took many hours to reach. Their 
potential destructiveness is thus in- 
creased. 

New York State still permits the 
taking of twenty-five ducks a. day. 
This is the maximum bag limit 
throughout the country, Hunters in- 
sist that it is not too big. Conserva- 
tionists regard it as needless slaugh- 
ter. Certainly it permits the destruc- 
tion of enormous numbers of water- 
fowl each season—even granted the 
fact that few hunters exercise their 
full bag limit on more than a single 
day a year. 

New York should be one of the 
States to take the lead in urging the 
Federal Government to reduce the 
bag limit. So far as New York’s own 
territory is concerned the State has 
the: power to set the maximum at 
any figure less than twenty-five that 
it deems appropriate. But owing to 
the migratory nature ofthe birds it 
is necessary to have neighborly co- 
operation, This is why the Federal 
Government. was originally author- 
ized to establish maximum limits for 
game bags.

Times to. make room in their 
hearts for those who. will. never 
see, the light of day, and to complete 
the 
which the American Foundation for 
the Blind needs to carry out’ nation- 
wide plans of service to the. sight- 
less, you will tear down one of: the 
walls that, halt human progress. 

While I was a student at Radcliffe 
College, a group-of men and women 
formed an association for -rehabili- 
tating the adult blind of Massachu- 
setts. That association was as an 
incandescent lamp in the night of 
blindness. From its activities has 
sprung a multitude of agencies to 
meet the many-sided problems of the 
sightless, the main idea being to help 
the blind to help themselves, and 
put into their lonely, idle lives the 
comfort of work. 

The association sent me on a mis- 
sion that was hard and in many 
ways unpleasant to.me. I had to 
tell people that they heard, but did 
not understand; that they saw, but 
did- not perceive; that they were so 
immersed in their bright world they 
cared not for those who must live 
always. in the dark. I had to tell 
them how disease and poverty and 
selfishness destroy the sight, the 
hearing, the happiness of men. I 
had to tell them that, although ours 
was the richest, the most prosper- 
ous country in the world, yet there 
were thousands of handicapped hu- 
man-beings among us unbefriended. 

For more than twenty-five years I 
have gone up and down the land, 
trying to open the eyes of the public 
to the problems and requirements of 
the blind. For the last four years 1 
have been endeavoring to raise an 
endowment fund of $2,000,000 to fi- 
nance the activities of the American 
Foundation for the Blind—a nationa) 
organization whose work is scien- 
tific, educational and philanthropic. 
It is laboring constructively to raise 
the sightless of America from isola- 
tion and idleness to a useful citizen- 
ship and some measure of happiness. 

My audiences are amazed when I 
tell them that in the United States 
there are annually about 200,000 in- 
dustrial accidents which injure the 
eyes, and that in many cases total 
blindness results. And still the man 
in the street does not realize that 
the sorrow which sits on the face of 
the blind. beggar he meets on the 
crowded thoroughfares; of cities re- 
flects the woe of countless men and 
women who are blinded in the strug- 
gle for daily bread. When a bit of 
cement, or a steel filing, or a 
splinter of glass blots out the light 
in a man’s eyes, he.is shoved into 
the stream of the unfit, and cannot 
regain his place in the industrial 
world unless he receives intelligent 
help. Dropping a dole into his hat 
does not help him. He should rather 
be told that there is an agency which 
will assist him to find a job. That 
word will bring joy into his'sad face, 
and there will be hope instead of 
despair in his heart. That is the 
kind of aid for which the American 
Foundation needs $2,000,000. 

It will bring me heartfelt happi- 
ness if you will suggest that the pub- 
lication of my new. book ‘Mid- 
stream’’—largely @ record of my 
work for the blind—be made the oc- 
easion of completing the Endow- 
ment Fund. Then, indeed, will the 
rod of my deprivations bud and: blos- 
som in the renewal of other broken 
lives. If you will give tongue to my 
wish in Tue Times, I am.sure. the 
people will respond generously, and 
‘the dream of .my life—to b the

Father a Bismarck Aide, 


Prince Bernhardt von Biilow, one 
of Germany’s outstanding political 
figures of the post-Bismarckian era, 
wags born in 1848, the son of Bern- 
hardt Ernst von Biilow, ene of Bis- 
marck’s faithful henchmen.

Addressing the Reichstag later, 
Prince von Bilow.declared, amid™ 
cheers, that the Emperor.’ would 
“thenceforth observe that strict re- 
serve, even in private, conversation, 
which is equally. indispensable in the 
interest of a uniform policy and for 
the authority of the Crown.” 

He added that in a contrary case, 
neither he nor any successor could 
assume responsibility. The Emperor 
took the lesson séridusly. to heart, 
but, as a matter of fact, never for- 
gave Prince yon Biilow the humill- 
ation because of the tributes widely 
paid to ‘von Bilow’s triumph” 
‘““Emperor’s submission.” 
On July 14, 1908; Prince von Biilow 
fell and was ‘succeeded by Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg,' of .-whom he 
later became a severe critic. 

In 1914, upon the euthreak of the 


war, Prince von Biilow was sent to 
Italy to attempt to keep Italy neu- 
tral. Upon Italy’s declaring war on 
Austria in May, 1915, nce von 
Biilow left Rome with his staff and 
returned to Berlin. For the next two 
ears or more his name was men- 
jioned in connection with various 
peace overtures of the Central Pow- 
ers. Before the collapse of Germany 
the Conservatives and Centrists urged 
the return of Prince von Biilow to 
power, a move frustrated by the op- 
position of the Socialists 

In November, 1918, the Emperor: 
having fled to Holland, Prince . von, 
Biilow performed his last service to 
his former master by issuing an a 
peal to the people to recall the fugi- 
tive. The revolution which followed 
made both the Kaiser and Prince von 
Biilow refugees.

31.66. per cent for utilities. -Public 
Service Commissioner Neal Brewster, 
whose signature ‘appeared on «the 
documents, requested the investigat- 


ing committeenot to ‘consider the 
figures as accurate, for they were 
merelv a ‘‘rough-chart’ that- guided 
the Public ‘Service Commission in} 
determining ‘which companies’ re- 
quired investigation. / 


Rates Fixed by ‘‘Negotiation.” 


Commissioner. Prendergast admit- 
ted that the rates were arrived at 
by a process of ‘negotiation’ with 
the utility companies. When Colonel | 
Willitm J. Donov2n, counsel to: the 
committee, sought Mr, Prendergast’s 
views on the idea.of having a public 
defender or a special deputy attorney 
general assigned to the commission 
to defend aggressively the rights of 
the public and to prosecute com- 
panies alléged t6 be charging exor- 
bitant rates. Mr. Prendergast reepiled 
from the idea. 

So far as special representatives 
were needed by communities at 
Public: Service. Contmission proceed- 
ings. thes? comnwnitics, in the 
opinion “ef Commissioner Prender- 
gast, were well represented by 
iawyers “23 good as the averege.’’

Bronx Crosstown Route and Nassau 
Boulevard Plan Suggested in 
Report to Ease Congestion... 





City. and borough. engineers, 23 well 
as-experts associated with-civic and 
business associations, it was ascer- 
tained yesterday, regard the Day & 
Zimmermann traffic survey report, 
recently subniitted ‘to Mayor Walker 
and the Board of Estimate, as a dis- 
tinct forward step in systematic city 
planning. They hailed it as the first 
impartial expert survey to classify 
and pass upon hundreds of projects, 
large and small, froma city-wide 
angte and in: the light of carefully. 
gathered figures on traffic flow with- 
in.and between.the boroughs. 

Although it was ‘conceded that the 
report Geait in the main with projects 
already advanced by city, borough 
and business groups, it was said that’ 
until it was published only few of 
the projects had been examined in 
the light of other than purely local 
interests. The Day & Zimmermann 
report contains many recommenda- 
tions for modifying existing projects 
in important respects and also sug- 
gestions concerning the proper time 
for completion of projects whose 
value Jies in their being linked. up 
with other traffic facilities. 


Point-to Two Projects: 


Details of major projects, already 
published ‘indicate how the report’ 
offered suggestions tending to in- 
crease their effectiveness. Borough 
engineers yesterday pointed to two 
of the lesser —projects which had re- 
ceived similar treatment.in the re- 
port. One was the p to, im- 
prove the present crosstown” route 
in the. Bronx, linking. the Grand 
Con¢ourse with. the Southern-East- 
ern Boulevard route. The other was 
the “improvemént of the Nassau 
Boulevard route through Queens to 
the north shore of Long Island. Both 
projects have had. the solid support 
of civic groups and are considered 
of - great importance in relieving 
traffic congestion. 

The.cross-Bronx. route runs from 
the Gtand Concourse ‘to the South- 
.ern-Eastern Boulevard connection by 
way of 16ist Street from Sheridan 
Avenue to Elton Avenue; Eitan Ave- 
nue. from 161st Street to 163q. Street, 
and ,163d Street from Elton ‘Avenue 
to Whitlock Avenue. The _ report 
recommends that early consideration 
be given to an improvement: which 
will’ eliminate sharp turns,’ steep 
grades’ and street centre obstruc- 
tions such as trolley .poles: and eler 
vated columns, especially 4t impor- 
tant intersections such as those at 
| Westchester Avenue and at Third 
Avenue. 

The report recommends that: con- 
sideration be given .the following 
items in planning the improvement: 

A roadway at least sixty feet 
wide, unobstructed by centre poles 
and elevated columns and, where 
possible, by surface car tracks.

OQGDENSBURG, N. Y., Oct, “" 
(James. Ricalton of Waddington, 85 
years old, traveler, war correspon- 
dent, hunter and photographer, who 
aided Thomas A. Edison in finding 
the suitable fiber for the incandes- 
cent light, died today in a hospital 
here, 

For twenty-five. years,Mr, Ricalton 
traveled all over the world for Un- 
derwood & Underwood of New York 
and circled it six times. He was at 
the front during the Russo-Japanese 
War taking pietures- and once 
walked 1,400.miles on a trip from 
Cape ‘Town to Cairo, Egypt.’ He had 


dived in Maplewood, N. J., for forty- 
‘seven years. 
' Headed Maplewood Schools. 
Special to The Néw York Times. 

MAPLEWOOD, N. J., Oct. 28.— 
James Ricalton achieved a share of 
his fame by searching remote cor- 
ners of the world for a fiber “for 
Thomas A. Edison’s incandescent 
lamp. He was the first principal of 
the school system here. 

He::was born in Waddington, 
Y., near -the St. Lawrence River. 
His parents were Scottish. 

Ricalton Junior High School of 
Maplewood was named for him. 

en he resigned as principal of the 
‘Maplewood school in 1886, Mr. Edison 
was still searching for the right kind 
of vegetable fiber with which to per- 
fect the carbon filament of the in- 
cadescent light and he employed Mr. 
Ricalton to travel over the world for 
him. Mr, Ricalton visited Burma 
and distant parts of China, making 
experiments with more than 140 
Kinds of bamboo. 

He was abroad for a year on this 
trip, returning to Maplewood after 
covering about 30,000 
commissioned in 1904 by” Underwood 
& Underwood to go to the battle- 
fields as correspondent and take pic- 
tures of actual scenes in the Russo- 
Japanese War. 


Honored by the Mikado. 
A gold medal and .a diploma were 
presented to him by thé Mikado of 
Japan through the American Ambas- 


sador and Secretary..of.War Taft. 
This honor had never before been 
conferred on any foreigner in recog- 
nition of work in milita: matters.

will undoubtedly feel that this cur- 
rent production has familiar lines 


and scenes. 

It is a well-recorded film and one 
that is adroitly pictured. It has 
lengthy scenes: of chorus girls cavort- 
ing on a stage and a stellar per- 
former who most of the: time receives 
far more applause from the screen 
audience than from their flesh and 
blood rivals in the house last night. 
In fact, the applause on the screen 
itself appeared to stay the hands of 
those in the theatre. . 

Carmel Myers impersonates the 
Ser donna named Valeska. Miss 

yers was called to the stage before 
the projecting of the film and. she 
sang one of the songs she renders in 
the course of this shadow.adventure. 
She did it pleasingly, but nobody 
would imagine that she would be a 
sensation in a New York theatre, as | 
this Valeska is s yppodes to be. Pro- 
ducers are pleased to meet Valeska, 
and stage managers and others 
stand in awe of her. She is good 
looking and knows what suits her in 
the sartorial line. Yet it seems sur- 

rising that .the audience ctured 
efore the. spectators should have 
been so stirred by her simple songs. 

This great Valeska, whose partner 
is. Ted Howard (Jack. Egan), is a! 
haughty person, and. it takes none 
other than Mary, the, slender, young 
creature, who is in love with Ted, to 
humble the prima donna. By that 
time Ted, who has been. worried 
about his heart’s desiré, is certain 
that he loves Mary, who: is,: inci- 
dentally, played by Sally O'Neill. 

It is Ted who sings ‘‘What Is Life 
Without Love?’ and he and Mary 
are. heard deliverin a number 
called ‘‘Does = the éphant Love 
Peanuts?”’ 

Valeska makes the most of -a mel- 

ody titled “Can You Read in’ My 
Eyes?” and she also sings with Ted 
a song knuwn as ‘‘Would I -Love to 
Love You?”

FOR BRITISH STATE THEATRE 


Drama League at Conference Has 
Approval cf J. R. Clynes, 


NORTHAMPTON, England, Oct. 
23 (Canadian Press).—The British 
Drama League in annual conference 
here is considering ways and means 
of establishing a national theatre. 
J.-R. -Clhynes, Secretary of State for 
Home Affairs, bas. written.to the 
League: 

“I would welcome the prospect of 
an. agreed scheme to promote the es- 
tablishment of a national theatre. 
In the last ten years dramatic enter- 
prises must have pouréd into the 
treasury many millions of pounds, 
and must have made a widespread 
if indirect contribution to improve 
the national character and under- 
standing. It would be énough- if in 
exchange for the service which 
drama renders to our country the 
cause of a national theatre could re- 
ceive but a proportion of. its own ! 
contribution.’”’ 

George Bernard Shaw regards the 
project, unfavorably. ‘‘The nation 
does not care two pence about a na- 
tional theatre,’’ he flatly declared. 
Holford. Knight, member of Parlia- 
ment and of the British Drama 
League Council, retorted by describ- 
ing Shaw as ‘‘a perennial fountain | 
of inaccuracies.”’ 

The project of a national theatre 
was broached about twenty years 
xe The late Sir Carl -Meyer gave 

000 toward its erection and this 
sum remains intact. The war. délayed 
progress: The cost of, the entire 
sehame is now: estimated at $2,500.-

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 28.— 
Members of Harvard’s first varsity 
football team who were not on the 
field today were Dick O’Connell, Ben 
Ticknor, Eliot Putnam, Jim Douglas 
and Charley Devens, all being ex- 
cused from the drill. These men, 
however, are expected to be able to 


play in the Florida game Saturday. 

O’Connell’s leg injury is no 
serious, and while Ben Ticknor took 
many a hard bump in the Dartmouth 
ame, he is now in much better shape 
han a week ago. 

In the team A line-up today there 
were two changes which may be 
significant. Harry Wood was at 
quarter, as he naturally would be 
with Putnam absent. But on Satur- 
day Wood showed a lot of promise 
in handling the team and it will 
hardly be a surprise if he is the 
starting quarterback against Florida. 

Talbot was at right guard, where 
he wes tried two weeks ago and 
then was hurt. That put Bill Tick- 
nor at tackle, where he doubtless 
will remain if Talbot _ good his 
earlier promise at _ 

The return of lly Harper to 
play fullbeck has helped the spirit 
of the team. The players feel that 
had Harper been in the Army and 
Dartmouth games the team would 
have made a ‘better showing. Harper 
is now in shape and Coach Horween

FLORIDA BEGINS WORK.

Players of the Game 





Albie Booth---Yale’s New Football Hero.

F there was anything in the re- 

port of the Carnegie Foundation 

which brought joy to the collec- 
tive heart of the coaching fraternity, 
it was the committee’s deprecation 
of the exploitation of the individual 
player. Idols are seldom raised ex- 
cept to be broken, and the surest 
way of ruining a good football play- 
er, contend the coaches, is to put 
him on a pedestal. He immediately 
becomes a target, and if he is not 
knocked off he soon develops top- 
heaviness and topples off unless his 
feet are made of somothing else than 
clay. 

The foundation’s bulletin, with its 
warning against this kind of over- 
emphasis, is not a week old and yet 
the Yale coaching staff finds itself 
confronted with one of the severest 
cases of ‘‘exploitation” that football 


t has seen. 


A One-Man Show. 


It happened that a lilliputian went 
out into the Yale Bowl on Saturday 
to show an army of brobdingnagians 
a few things about carrying a pig- 
skin, and, in spite of the fact that 
he had ten helpmates in the per- 
formance, there was but one name in 
the headlines the next morning. 
From all the accounts, it was a one- 
man. show—whether it was the 
printed accounts or the accounts of 
those who saw the show. Eighty 
thousand men and women cannot be 
wrong. 

Up in New Haven there is consider- 
able concern in certain quarters over 
the constancy with which the spot- 
light is being focused upon Albie 
Booth. There‘has been this concern 
from almost the day that practice 
started. Even before the call for can- 
didates was sounded the diminutive 
sophomore quarterback, who scored 
21 points in two periods against an 
Army team that had piled up a 13-0 
lead over Yale, was being proclaimed 
another Charley De Saulles. 

Pat Osborne, the coach of the 
freshman team which Booth cap- 
tained with such distinction last 
year, was quoted as calling him ‘‘the 
best back I’ve seen at Yale since 
Ted Coy’s day,’”’ and the brilliance 
of, his career at Hillhouse High and 
Milford Preparatory School soon de- 
came old in story. 

Still'an Unassuming Youth. 

No player of recent years, with the 
possible éxception of Red Grange, 
has had such lavish praise bestowed 
upon him in his-first year of varsity 
competition as has Booth. 

In spite of all this laudation, Yale’s 
hero of the hour still remains so 
much the unassuming, unspoiled 
young man; with his sense of values 
so. undisturbed by the superlatives, 
that one wonders why there should 
be any concern over him. If he were 
the sort that bought a new hat every 
time he saw his name in print he 
would have had enough of a stock 
to have gone into the business before 
he left Milford Prep. 

This concern is centred not only 
in protecting the player but also in

doing. justice to his team-mates. 
These players, in such cases, are 
often denied the credit that is due 
them, ‘and sight is lost of the fact 
that one man, no matter how bril- 
liant a performer he is, would be 
helpless without the full cooperation 
of every other man on the eleven. 

Mal Stevens, Yale’s young head 
coach, touched on this phase yester- 
day in commenting on the perform- 
ance of Booth. 


Stevens Praises Team. 


“Booth played an inspired game,”’ 
he said, ‘‘probably a better game 
than he will ever play again. But 
it was the fact that the line was 
opening up for him and the backs 
were cleaning out ahead of him that 
made it possible for him to have the 
big day he did. It is all a matter of 
execution, and we had execution 
Saturday, with every man doing his 
job.’”’ 

When the demurrer was offered, 
however, that it was not until Booth 
got into the game that this perfect 
execution was achieved, Stevens ad- 
mitted that his 144-pound quarter- 
back not only played. inspired foot- 
ball but that he inspired the whole 
team. 

Booth, himself, was even more 
generous in giving credit to his team- 
mates than was his coach. Along 
with a dozen other members of the 
team, ‘the little field general and 
slippery broken field runner had a 
day of rest yesterday, and during 
the practice session he was found 
in his room in the Van Sheff dormi- 
tories poring over his textbooks. In- 
cidentally, he is one of the best 
scholars on the squad and failed by 
only a point to make the honor list 
in his freshman year, taking honors 
in mathematics and chemistry. 

The only thing that the lad who 


had 80,000 spectators cheering him 
deliriously on Saturday had to say 
about the game was about the line. 

“The line was great,” he. said. 

“Anybody could have run behind. it. 
I..wish -we could play Georgia again 
with the line clicking the way it did 
Saturday.’’ 

These words were among the few 
that Booth has said since the game. 
On Sunday, when he went to the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert J. Booth Sr., in town, the 
house was filled with friends and 
relatives who -had come to offer their 
congratulations, but he left them to 
discuss the game among themselves 
and went into the next room to 
study. 


An Earnest Student. 


For all the conversation and enthu- 
siasm about him, he was able to'con- 
centrate on his books without being 
in the least disturbed, and, according 
to Mrs. Booth, who saw him play 
Saturday for the first time in any 
game, this concentration has always 
been characteristic of him since. he 
went to grammar school in New 
Haven. 

There is something almost of the 
dreamer about Albie Booth, although 
he is taking so practical a course as 
business administration in the Shef- 
field Scientific School. 

In his street clothes the 66-inch 
high, thin-faced little quarterback 
looks less the. part of the football 
athlete than he does in his moleskins 
and pads. There is nothing abnor- 
mal about his physique to explain 
his ability to move unharmed among 
the giants of the gridiron. His legs 
lack the stout calves that character- 
ize the underpinning of most good 
backs, and his shoulders and chest 
are of the normal development of a 
youth of his size. 

It is not by physical force that he 
achieves his ends, but by the clever- 
ness with which he uses his legs in 
sidestepping, dodging and slipping 
past tacklers. Booth himself could 
not analyze his motion, which re- 
sembles that of a stop-and-go run- 
ner, but when this similarity was 
mentioned he stated simply, without 
any attempt to be facetious. ‘‘I never 
stop except when I am hit.” 


Has Been Hurt Once. 


Those who saw the game Saturday 
have an idea that, even when he is 
hit, Booth does not stop, and that it 
is considerable of a job to get close 
enough to him to hit him. In six 
years of football he has been hit just 
once hard enough to hurt him, and 
that was in his: first year, when he 
came out of the game with a cauli- 
flower ear. 

Only a natural athlete, with the 
innate knack of handling himself, 
could have a record like that, and 
Booth is a natural athlete, who has 
captained baseball and basketball 
teams as well as football elevens at 
Milford Academy and during his 
freshman year at Yale.

Method Adopted for First Time in 
Match—aAlekhine’s Error on 
18th Move Proved Costly.

THE HAGUE, Oct. 28.—After two 
successive defeats Bogoljubow, the 
challenger, suddenly pulled himself 
together and produced a genuinely 
good game—one which undoubtedly 
will afford friends of chess much 
pleasure. 

The mere fact that for the first 
time in the progress of our match 
that the king’s pawn opening was 
adopted serves to give this game 
special significance. I responded 
with a variation of the usual French 
defense, which strives to bring about 
an early clarification of the pawn 
position in the middle of the board, 
which would lead to an effortless 
evening up in position. 


Used Variation With Steiner. 


I played this variation in the decid- 
ing game with Lajos Steiner at the 
last Bradley Beach tournament. On 
the second move, however, I decide.i 
upon a change in pawn position ir 
the hope of being able to achieve a 
more prompt mobilization ‘of my 
bishop. 

This procedure imposed upon both 
players the necessity of accurate 
play, as even the slightest error was 
bound to prove fata!. For the time 
being everything apparently pro- 
ceeded according to program: Black 
was allowed to deploy his queen’s 
bishop undisturbed, while white, 
meanwhile, devoted his attention to 
the detached king’s rook pawn, al- 
though his attack on it appeared to 
be of a harmless sort, as black’s 
threats on the queen’s wing were 
powerful enough to defend it in- 
directly.

ALEKHINE WINS 19TH GAME. 


Bogoljubow Resigns After 77 Moves 
With Champion a Pawn Ahead. 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 28.—Dr. Alex- 
ander Alekhine of Paris today in- 
creased his lead over E. D. Bogol- 
jubow of Russia, his challenger, by 
winning the nineteenth game of their 
match for the world’s chess cham- 
pionship, adjourned from yesterday, 
at the headquarters of the Inter- 
national Chess Federation. Thirty. 
seven additional moves, a total of 
seventy-seven, were made before a 
decision was reached. 

A victory for the world’s champion 
was confidently predicted last night, 
but it was more difficult to achieve 
this than had been supposed. In-

eree Denning announced that the 
contest held too much clinching, 
holding, slapping and wrestling to 
satisfy him. He officially declared 
the bout no contest after sending the 
boxers to their corners. 

A crowd of about 3,000 fans agreed 
with the referee and supported him 
in ew, | Manhattan its first boxing 
bout to be declared no contest since 
the advent of the Walker law. 

There was no doubting that the 
bout ‘was lacking in interest. As 
compared to a torrid semi-final, the 
feature bout was notoriously medi- 
ocre. And, although there could be 
no disposition to deny that Wallace 
and Ruffalo were trying their best, 
@ comparison with the semi-final 
only emphasized the lack of competi- 
tive appeal in the bout advertised as 
the feature. 


Wallace Has Advantage. 


Wallace had the advantage of what 
little fighting the bout held, but he 
was fighting an awkwa.d foe and 
the Clevelander’s best failed to im- 
press. the spectators. The boys 
clinched and held and wrestled until 
the crowd started walking home be- 
fore the match was half completed. 

Deputy Daniel H. Skilling of the 
State Athletic Commission, in charge 
of the bouts, announced that the 
money of Wallace and Ruffalo will 
be ordered deposited with the com- 
mission pending a hearing. The 
usual procedure in such cases is to 
withhold the money and compel the 
boxers involved to engage in a re- 
turn match at the club where the 
disqualification occurred, before pay- 
ing them for the original bout.

Whereas shares of 
such companies as General Electric, 
United States Steel, American Tele- 
phone and Western Union gave stub- 
born resistance to Thursday’s gen- 
eral collapse of values and in one or 
two instances aetually gained ground 
for the day, the same stocks yester- 
day led the list:in' volume of liquida- 
tion and in scope of” losses. It, was 
well known long ago, by every one 
who kept his head, that even these 
stocks had been recklessly overval- 
ued in the speculative craze; that tlie,/ 


in private conversation at the time,/ 
even by managers of the companies, 
as utterly unwarranted. Neverthe- 
less, since these stocks also had fall- 
en heavily during the earlier break 
of the past seven weeks, yesterday’s 
sudden forcing of them upon a fall- 
ing market astonished and bewil- 
dered Wall Street. 

In a measure it must have- signi- 
fied the surrender of professional 
‘‘pools,”? which, with all their reck- 
less operations, ‘had believed ‘their 
own position to be impregnable. 
Whether it also represented throw- 
ing over of ballast by speculative 
ringleaders—the authors of those 
public assurances of an endless rise, 
those promises of the doubling of 
brokers’ borrowings and those con- 
temptuous comments on the Reserve 
Board’s protective measures which 
found an admiring Wall Street audi- 
ence—is mere matter of conjecture.

There are 
approximately 20,000,000 persons in 
this country trading in the securities 
listed on the various exchanges and 
depending entirely on the integrity 
of these institutions to give them 
fair and honest dealing.’’ 

Mr. Hicks said there was constant- 
ly a good deal of talk about having 

ongress or the Federal Reserve 
Board. make investigations of the 
stock exchanges, but that he always 
had been opposed to such action on 
the ground that it might result in 
the creation: of a new political bu- 
reau in Washington, which would 
immediately and continually seek 
more and more power. 

“There is no exchange in the 
world,’’ he said, ‘“‘that can be so 
regulated that it can protect unwise 
and ill-advised speculations on mar- 
ket prices. The man or woman who 
gambles merely on the rise or fall 
of the market is in no better posi- 
tion than he or she who gambles at 
the card table or roulette wheel, and 
must of course be expected to take 
the consequences, whatever they 
may be.’’

request the officials of the Exchange 
to. take immediate steps to avoid a 
more serious turn. The officials’ 
only solution was to close the Fx- 
change and advise Dr. Washingron 
Luis Pereira de Sousa; President of 
Brazil, of the drastic step taken. 

Dr. Luis is. known to be devoting 
much time to seeking a solution of 
the coffee problem as _ that, com- 
Modity isthe ‘life blood of Brazil’s 
economie structure ‘and collapse of 
the coffee defense plan would involve 
the whole éountry.

EARLY RISE DUE TO RAINS 





Unfavorable Weather Reports Have 
Steadying Influence—Final Deal- 
ings at Lowest Levels. 





Although prices on the Cotton Ex- 
change improved in early trading 
yesterday as a result of unfavorable 
weather in the cotton belt over Sun- 


day, the decline in stocks had a de- 
pressing influence later, carrying 
quotations off a dollar a bale and 
leaving a loss of 12 to 16 points at 
the close of the market. For several 
hours limited hedging operations fur- 
nished comparatively few contracts, 
while mills continued to fix prices 
steadily and at times little cotton 
was offered. Professional activity 
increased in the last hour, bringing 
the lowest levels of the day in final 
dealings 

With virtually every station in 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas reporting rains where picking 
is still in progress, prospects of a 
delay in the marketing movement 
with diminished hedging pressure ex- 
erted a steadying influence on early 
trading. Instead of over-Sunday sell- 
ing against spot purchases in the 
South, few orders were executed on 
the call here or in New Orleans, and 
for the first time this season Decem- 
ber contracts were quoted at the 
same figure in early dealings in both 
markets. Later in the session De- 
cember here advanced 10 points over 
quotations on the Southern exchange.

Davis’s feeling that the Governor 
had acquiesced in that plea by send- 
ing the Untermyer report to the 
prosecutors.
